Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hershkowitz referred to paragraph 73 of Little's disclosure and 
pointed out that when a wireless VPN router 832 is not available, the wireless infrastructure 810 is used to handle the 
addressing of the mobile device, and any other required interface functions. It may also determine a most likely 
wireless network for locating a given user, and track users as they roam between countries or networks. The relay 
arrangement 220, as disclosed in paragraph 24 of the instant application, handles the routing and switching of data 
between the 

server arrangement 210 and the wireless carrier networks 240, 250 or 260. Therefore, it is reasonable to conclude that 
when wireless VPN router 832 is not available, the wireless infrastructure 810 corresponds to the relay arrangement of 
the instant application; however, the wireless infrastructure 810 is not arranged behind the firewall arrangement. 
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
